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on. Chapter I. treats of title by Original Acquisition. In this chapter the author 
discusses Occupancy of Wild Animals, Title by Finding, Accession as a source 
of title, and other kindred subjects. Chapter II. treats of title by Gift. The 
chief subdivisions of this chapter are "Gifts Inter Vims" and "Gifts Mortis 
Causa." The author discusses, in this chapter, What naay be the subject of a gift 
The execution of gifts. Constructive delivery. The Virginia statute of gifts, and 
numerous other questions of interest. Of course a large place is given to the 
celebrated case of Thomas's Adm'r v. Lewis. 

Chapter III. treats of title by Sale. This chapter occupies nearly one-half of 
the book, and is of great practical value. The author, in discussing the subject 
of sales, treats of Potential Interests, Sales of property not in existence, The price 
to be paid, and Mutual Assent of Parties. The rights of Buyer and Seller respec- 
tively. Conditions, precedent and subsequent. Warranties, express and implied, 
occupy a large part of the discussion. The mere mention of the subjects indicates 
the practical value of the discussion. 

Professor Graves has handled the subject with great discrimination and clear- 
ness, and has given the profession a very useful book. We expected to find an 
able discussion, and were not disappointed. We know of no other book that 
treats this subject so fully and clearly, within anything like the same space. It is 
excellent. 

The book is provided with a table of cases, and a suitable index. The subor- 
dinate heads of the index, however, are not in alphabetical order, but follow the 
logical order of the discussion in the text. This may do for a monograph, but 
could hardly be commended for a larger book.

— We have just received volume 36 of this 
valuable series. It is full of valuable information. To those familiar with the 
series it is probably sufficient to say that it is fully up to the former volumes. 

The selection of cases seems to have been made with a great deal of discrimin- 
ation, but the cream of the book is the annotations. The book abounds with 
notes, and some of them are very full. Among the more important notes are the 
following: "Right of a creditor to buy property from his debtor in satisfaction of 
the debt." "Liability of a person whose signature is forged on commerci.al 
paper." "Power of municipal corporations to define, prevent and abate nui- 
sances." "Liability of common carrier for baggage after reaching destination of 
passenger." " Presumption and burden of proof as to sanity." " What into.xi- 
cation will excuse crime." "Criminal liability of infants." 

These are only a few of the many valuable notes in the book, some of which are 
treatises on the subject. Our only adverse criticism of the book is the position in 
which the notes are placed. We should greatly prefer having them at the end of 
the opinion.
